Tt is charged that the $18,000,000 appropriated 
by the State for highway purposes is going into 
salaries faster than it is into road-building. The 
cause of such results is plain. When the State 
issued bonds for which there market, 
owing to the low rate of interest offered, there 
could have been little hope that the issue would 
be taken up within a reasonable length of time. 
The Highway Commission with its hundreds of 
well-paid employees may be expected to continue 
to draw heavily upon the Highway fund, road- 
building or no road-building.
